There seems to be some misunder- 
standing in regard to the manner in 
which taxes can be reduced, and the 

t status of the bullion tax be | ‘or 
, tained. There is scarcely room 
for any misapprehension upon this | © 
point. No reasonable man will op- 
pose a reduction of the tax levy to the 
minimum required for carrying on the 
state ent. If forty cents on 
each dollar of taxable property will 
pay our expenses then we must reduce 
the levy, and while the net proceeds 
of mines will still be taxable at 
this rate all property in the state will 
be benefited alike by the reduction. 
The condition of our state treasury 
warrants areduction, and the condi- 
tion of every branch of business in the 
state demands it. The Republican 
party says that it will reduce the tax 
levy to the minimum which is neces- 
sary for the payment of our state gov- 
ernment expenses. The party also de- 
clares that there shall be no repeal or 
modification of the bullion tax law as 
it now stands. Those two promises 
mean justice and economy in the ad- 
ministration of state affairs, and that 
is enough. The same part of the bul- 
lion product will be taxed, and it will 
be taxed at the same rate with other 
property. The Republican platform 
is sound, and te read it often is only 
to realize the justice and. wisdom 
whieh it contains.

The Records of the Parties 
Reviewed. 


DEMOCRACY AND THE CHINESE 


A Scorching Reply to Deal and 
| ° Kittrell. 


THE RAILROAD AND FINANCIAL 
- QUESTIONS. 


Rebel War Claims— Democratic Re- 
trenchment — Broadhorns and the 
Bullion Tax—Mighels andAdams 
Compared—Morton’s Wither- 
ing Challenge to the Dem- 
ocratic Party. 


Hon. Wm. Woodburn was iatro- 
duced to a large audience by Dr. Fred 
Hutchins, at the Opera House last 
evening. He said he proposed to 
answer the principal arguments of the 
Democratic vrators now on the stump, 
and especially those of Deal and Kit- 
trell. He agreed with them that the 
coming election was-one of the most 
impertant since the Republican party 
came into power. The great struggle 
was for the control of the house of 
representatives. The senate will be 
Democratic for the first time in years. 
If the Republigan party was, as these 
orators asserted, reeking with corrup- 
tion it was deserving of the condem- 
nation of the people at the ballot box. 
If it was still sound on all points, as 
it ever had been, and especially on the 
finances of the country, then why 
should the reins of the government be 
taken from its hands and placed in the 
hands or its enemies? Mr. Deal talked 
of the record of the Republican party, 
but was very careful not to say any- 
thing about that of the Democratic 
party. The Democracy came into 
control of the house of representatives 
about three years ago, by the means 
of the sometimes magic words, civil 
service reform, retrenchment and re- 
form. And what has this great party 
of reform accomplished after all its 
boasts, which the people gave enough 
belief to te give the party a trial? The 
house had reduced the. tax on tobacco 
eight cents per pound. That is the 
only performance in the way of reduc- 
tion of taxation of the Democratic 
house of representatives. Some Dem- 
ocrats claim that the heuse saved $50,- 
000,000 to the people, others say $40,- 
000,000 and the New York Herald 
holds that there has been a clear sav- 
ing of $23,000,000. Mr. Woodburn 
had said two years ago that the re- 
trenchment practiced by the house 
meant merely the postponement of 
payment and his opinion had been 
proved correct, fur since the presiden- 
tialjelection the house has been com- 
pelled to make appropriations amount- 
ing to $31,000,000 to fill deficiencies. 
Mr. Deal says ; 

HE RAILROAD QUESTION 
is the most important of all now be- 
fore ths people. Mr. Woodburn 
agreed with him. Mr. Deal says the 


people ought to elect him because he 
was convinced that he could intro- 
duce and get through at once a bill 
lating fares and freights. Mr. 
oodburn could tell Mr. Deal that 
any representative who would have in- 
troduced a bill of that kind into the 
Democratic

Woodburn held the opinion that when 
the inner history of the affair came to 
be written it would be found that 
Belknap, rather than have his wive's 
name stained he allowed his own to be 
blasted. It was the Republican party 
which prosecuted Babcock and threw 
Belknap down. 


DEMOCRATIC RETRENCHMENT. 


The speaker considered the claim of 
the Democratic party to be the friend 
of the poor. One feature of the re- 
trenchment practiced by the Dem- 
ocratic house was cutting down 


10 per cent the beggarly wages of the 
pages in the house, the clerks, the 
letter carriers and policemen of Wash- 
pe They cut down everybody’s 
salary but their own. They still took 
$5000 a year, and mileage. The leader 
of this noble reform was Sameel J. 
Randall, the present speaker of the 
house, who was in with) the back salary 
grab, and never refunded a dollar of 
the money he thus obtained. 


THE DBMOCRACY AND RAILROADS. 


Concerning the claim of the Dem- 
ocratic party to be opposed torailroad 
subsidies, Mr. Woodurn referred to the 
Texas Pacific bill, which was favored 
by two-thirds of the people of the 
coast. It was called a Democratic 
measure, when it was, in fact, a South- 
ern measure. The speaker himself 
had favored it. It was the best rail- 
road bill that had ever been intro- 
duced to*congress. No subsidy was 
asked, it only requested the govern- 
ment to its bends at such a 
rate of interest that the government 
could not possibly lose anything; it 
provided that the government should 
regulate the fares and freights, aud 
that the road should never pass into 
the ownership of any other corporation. 
The een, line was shorther than 
that of the other overland road and 
below the snow line, and would have 
been in direct competition with the 
Central Pacific: The committee on 
railroads to which it was referred was 
composed of four Democrats and four 
Republicans. Where then were Lut- 
trell, Wigginton and Lane? They 
worked with the Central Pacific and 
and killed the bill. Huntington and 
Harvey Brown were there and we 
know what kind of influence they 
could bring to bear. There was a 
Democratic majority of one against 
the bill. The r was the only 
friend from the Pacific coast that the 
bill had. Now the Democratic speak- 
ers tell us that the Republican party 
is the party of monopoly, and the rail- 
road party. They unblushingly claim 
that the Democratic party is the anti- 
railroad and anti- monopoly party and 
the poor man's friend. Cast your 
eyes on California and see the attitude 
of the peor man’s party there. In 
1872 the Central Pacific bought the 
Democracy of California body boots 
and breeches, and last winter as vile 
a-body of men as ever God Almighty 
allowed to crawl beneath ths roof of a 
state house, elected to the senate a 
Democrat and a slave of the railroad. 
They tell us in their platform that 
they are anti-railroad and always were 
opposed to subsidies. The Demo- 
cratic party commenced the subsidy 
business when the Republican y 
was in its swaddling clothes by giving 
the Illinois Central railroad thirteen 
million acres. The speaker then

The great 
speech of that much abused man, Sen- 
ator A. A. Sargent, first drew the at- 
tention of the senate and President to 
the subject and President Hayes has 
publicly announced that he will spare 
no pains to bring about the abrogation 
of the Burlingame treaty. The Dem- 
ocratic house opposed a committee to 
come to the Pacific coast to inquire 
into the Chinese question. Old Piper 
was on that committee which took the 
sworn testimony of prominent men for 
weeks. It is true that D. O. Mills, a 
Republican, testified that he believed 
the Chinese a benefit to the country, 
but what did the late General Colton, 
a dyed-in-the-wool Democrat, tes- 
tify? That but for the Chi- 
nese the Central Pacific and 
the Southern Pacific roads could 
not have been built nor the coal mines 
of the former company in Wyoming 
be built. Sol. Hydenfeldt, another 
staunch Democrat and once a justice 
of the supreme court of Calitornia, 
placed them above auy European im- 
migrant in usefulness, believed in 
their intermarriage with the whites 
and swore that he considered them 
about equal tothe average American 
and fit for naturalization. George D, 
Rodgers, a mining expert now on the 
Comstock and a good Democrat, said 
that but for the Chinese tule land 
could not be reclaimed. Donald Mc- 
Clenan, of the Pacfic Woolen Mills, 
stated that without the Chinese he 
would have to close down the works. 
There’s some anti-Chinese Democratic 
enthusiasm foryou. To judge fromthe 
works of the past it is infinitely safer 
to trust the Chinese question in the 
hands of the Republican party than in 
those of the Democratic party. 


THE SILVER BILL. 


Mr. Woodburn took up the prepos- 
terous claim that is now made, that 
Bland was the author of the silver 
bill. Bland formerly lived in Virginia 
City, and} while there had never 


given evidence that he knew much 
about finance or anything else. His 
highest ambition while on the 
Comstock was torun for justice of 
the peace. He did run in the First and 
Second wards, and was beaten. Asa 
lawyer he wasa shyster around the 
police courts, and of the kind that 
would take boots or car tickets for a 
fee when he couldn’t get money. 
Bland is just the same kind of a man 
now as he was then, and knows no 
more about the finances of the country 
than does Governor Bradley. Mr. 
Woodburn showed that N. P. Banks 
was the author of the bill in its original 
shape and it provided that any man 
might take an ounce or pound of bull- 
ion toany mint, and have it coined 
without charge. The idea was so very 
novel that the bill was not refer- 
red to the committee on banking 
and finance, but to the committee on 
mines and mining. Mr. Woodburn 
was a member of the committee and it 
was referred to him to makea written 
e upon it. He was called from 
ashington by the duties devolving 
upon him as a member of another 
committee and he handed the bill to 
the chairman ot the committee of 
mines and mining who passed it over 
to Bland with the request that he 
would present it. Bland laid the bill 
on the speaker’s desk and that’s all he 
ever had todo with it, although the 
bill took his name from the fact that 
he thus presented it. Bland was at 
the head of thirteen Democrats from 
Missouri and every one of them, Bland 
included, was a greenback man. So 
was every Democrat from the south 
and southwest. The great majority 
of Democrats in the house were green- 
back men. They voted for the silver 
dollar as an inflation measure, and 
they were still inflationists and would 
flood the country with $400,000,000 
more currency. If it had been said to 
the house that for every silver dollar 
issued a greenback should be torn up 
they would have been up in arms. 
The Democratic platform is not in fa- 
vor of the resumption of specie pay- 
ments. The Democratic platform 
upon which Greeley was nominated 
was a resumption platform, but in 
1876 Tilden, a hard money man, and 
Hendricks, a soft money man, were 
oro up to catch the votes of both sides, 
ut the platform declared against the 
resumption of specie payments on Jan- 
uary Ist 1879. When did the Demo- 
crats ever devise or introduce a suc- 
cessful financial scheme? When the 
nbacks were issued iu 1862 the 
mocracy howled that they were un- 
constitutional, calling them rags and 
shin plasters. Now they can’t get 
of them. The supreme court 
decided a few days ago that the issue 
greenbacks is not constitutional in 
time of peace and only justified as a 
war measure. The parties have swap- 
ped ane on the greenback question. 
At the close of the war the nback 
dollar was worth only 334g cents. 
The Republican party promised that 
on January, 1879, the greenbacks should 
be redeemed and on that day any man 
may take his back to any mint 
or tréasury get itchanged for gold.

due to loyal men or rebels; spoke of

the public debt. John Good, of Vir- 
ginia, said at the close of the} last ses- 
sion of congress: Lou Northern 
friends seem to be rather sensitive 
about these Southern claims, but we 
shall do better next session.” Mr. 
Woodburn showed how Woods had 
been unjustly givenſthe seat of Thomp- 
son, a Republican, ia spite of the pro- 
test of even some honest Democrats. 
The unfair ousting of Pachece was 
also instanced as the hight to 
which the Democracy will carry par- 
tizanship. There is very little use in 
coustitutional amendments unless 
there is some one in power to enforce 
them. The party which made the 
constitutional amendments. is better 
to be trusted to maintain them than 
the party which fought against their 
passage to the bitterend. Mr. Wood- 
burn referred to the repudiation of the 
amendments by the Democrats of 
Oregon, Ohio and New Jersey, and to 
the fact that after their ratification by 
the requisite three-fourths of the 
state only four Democrati voted for a 
resolution declaring the thirteeenth 
and fourteenth binding upon the 
government and all its branches, in- 
cluding the states and territories in 
1870, and in 1872 only eight Demo- 
crats voted for a like resolution de- 
claring all three of full force and 
effect. With such a record no one 
could blame the people if they refused 
to trust the Democratic party with 
the reins of government. 


_ STATE POLITICS. 
Kittrell is asking everybody to

The lie was given Kittrell 
by the Republican state convention 
at Eureka which came within three 
votes of giving the gubernatorial nom- 
ination to a native ef Ireland — Gen- 
eral Connor. Itwas the Republican 
minister in England who a few weeks 
ago opened the prison doors to Condon 
and Melody. The speaker denouced 
the man who, in this republic, where 
Jew, Christian, Pagan and “Atheist 
are equal before the law, would drag 
religion into politics. The man who 
does it, no matter where he was born, 
is no truej American, but enly so in 
name. If Mr. Murphy is the equal of 
Mr. Kittrell in ability and honesty 
there is no reason left why his name 
should be scratched. 

The speaker was told by Democrats 
that it would be usless to say anything 
against Bradley; that no matter if it 
were true it would not be believed. 
Yet observe how the Democratic ora- 
tors strive to attack Mr. Kinkead. 
They have been able with all their ex- 
exertions to find nothing against 
him. But by raking over the 
past they have discovered that 
Mr. Kinkead was a member of the 
Nevada constitutional convention and 
that he was in favor of giving $1,000.- 
000 to connect this state with the east 
by rail, and they don’t say he did 
wrong. Kittrell and Deal are singing 
the praises of Bradley because he ve- 
teed the bullion tax compromise bill.

Kittrell has but recently fallen in love 
with Bradley. Promioent Carson 
Democrats aver that Kittrell has an 
indictment of Bradley’s political course 
drawn up which he threatened to pub- 
lish to the world if he were not given 
the nomination for attorney-general.
